SIX ELECTORAL TICKETS 


The Intelligent and 
M noh Sought 
Voter Has Large F ield From 
W hich to Choose. 


Some Detail» o f the Plan o f Battle 
and the Alignm ent o f 
Partie«. 


New York, Nov, 1.—Nine national 
political conventions were held thla 
year, and nine candidates few presi­ 
dent and vice president of the United 
States were nominated, but only six 
electoral tickets will be generally vot­ 
ed for one week from today. 
Beaides 
"the two great political p arties/’ sev­ 
en others made nom inations—People’s, 
Prohibition, Socialist, Socialist Labor, 
Continental (labor), National Liberty 
(negro), and Lincoln (negro). 
The 
two negro parties, however, apparently 
ended their work when the national 
conventions adjourned, as no electors 
have been selected, or at least none 
will appear on any official ballot; and 
the Continental party seem s to be con­ 
fined to Illinois, and, perhaps, to Chi­ 
cago, the place of its origin. 
The term s of thirty United States 
senators expire on March 4th next. 
Seven of the vacancies have already 
been filled, and the legislatures of 
twenty-three states to be elected Nov. 
8th will fill the other twenty-three. 
Members of the house of representa­ 
tives are to be voted for In all except 
three states— Maine, Vermont and Ore­ 
gon, which have already elected their 
congressmen. 
In twenty-seven states a governor 
and all, or nearly all. the elective state 
officers are to be chosen; In five states 
minor state officers are to be selected, 
and In thirteen, electors are to he 
voted for. 
South Carolina enjoys the distinc­ 
tion of having only one ticket in the 
field. 
All the other states have from 
four to six, Illinois leading with seven. 
There are three Republican tickets in 
Delaware, but only one variation in the 
names of the candidates, the nominee 
for governor of the “Regulars” refus­ 
ing to abide by the decision of the fac­ 
tional conference which resulted In 
the withdrawal of the "Union” candi­ 
date and an agreem ent upon a com­ 
promise ticket. 
The Republicans In 
W isconsin will have a choice between 
two tickets for state officers, the "Stal­ 
w arts” having decided to keep up their 
fight against Lafollette. 
The electors 
on both tickets, however, are Identical. 
The Democrats and People’s Party, 
or Populists, fused on the state ticket 
in Kansas and Nebraska, but In both 
states the P eople’s Party named sep­ 
arate presidential electors. 
In Nevada 
the Democrats and one wing of the 
silver party divided the minor state 
officsrs to be voted for, but the "stal­ 
wart silver” men put up their own 
electors. 
The People's Party, which Indorsed 
Mr. Bryan In 1896 and 1900, has an 
active organization in thirty-three of 
the forty-five states, the nom inees for 
state officers and electors being on 
the official ballot in tw elve states, and 
for electors In twenty-one. 
Efforts to 
this end were made In a number of 
other states, but the requisite number 
of signatures to petitions were not 
obtained. 
The Prohibitionists have electoral 
and 
state 
tickets 
in 
twenty-seven 
states, and electoral tickets In tw elve 
others—one less than in 1900. 
The Socialists (called In som e states 
Social Democrats) have electoral and 
state tickets in thirty-two states, and 
electoral tickets In eleven othera— 
eleven more than in 1900. 
The 
Socialist 
I^abor 
party 
have 
whole or part electoral and state tick­ 
ets in twelve states, and electoral tick­ 
ets in two others—six less than in 
1900.

Is re­ 
ported here that a large mob is pur­ 
suing with bloodhounds Jim Harden, 
a negro who killed Wilson Davenport, 
a prominent contractor of M aplesville, 
Ala 
The people of that section are 
said to be frenzied with rage and if 
the negro is captured a lynching is 
almost certain. 


A Quiet Election. 
St. Johns, N. F., Nov. 1.—The gener­ 
al election yesterday passed off quietly 
and no disorders have been reported 
The full result will not be known be­ 
fore Thursday, owing to the fact that 
under the Newfoundland system all 
ballots are counted In the central sta­ 
tion of each district. 


Will Talk It Over. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 1.—The presi­ 
dents of thirty-four provincial zem st­ 
vos have been summoned to St. Peters­ 
burg by Prince Svlatopolk-Mirsky, min­ 
ister of the interior, to participate in 
the consideration of the peasant re­ 
forms, 
They will m eet here next 
month.
